The 
Wildcats have dominated 13-AAAA since joining in 1972, 
having never lost a district game. 
Because of the quality of returning letterm en, potential of 
new players, coaching expertise and amazing tradition of 
the Wildcats, the Plano Daily Star-Courier predicts the local 
gridders to sweep their opponents in 1975 and lay claim to 
their fourth consecutive District 13-AAAA Championship. 
Plano is obviously the team to beat in 1975 as viewed from 
other district team positions. None have been able to beat 
Plano in three seasons and most will be jubilant if they can 
but accomplish only one feat, beat Plano. 
The Wildcats are fully aw are of how other team s view 
them. T hat’s why they have been able to post winning 
seasons since 1954, win district championships consecutively 
in Class AAA and Class AAAA since 1970, and take State 
Championship title in 1965 (AA), again in 1967 (AA), and 
finally in 1971 (AAA). 
The Class AAAA championship has evaded Plano in the 
past three seasons despite excellent teams. Again in 1975 
Plano fields an excellent team , prompting the fans to hope 
that this year Plano will be the “king of the hill.”

the second-home industry, 
catches on. 
Time-sharing is a concept 
of 
re so rt 
condom inium 
ownership in which an in­ 
dividual acquires rights to 
use of a unit for a specified 
period of time each year, 
either through purchase, 
long-term lease, vacation li­ 
cense or club membership. 
A concept widely used in 
European 
resort 
develop­ 
ments for many years, tim e­ 
sharing has just recently 
made its appearance in this 
country 
as 
reso rt 
con­ 
dominium developers sought 
solutions 
to 
m arketing 
problems posed by the in­ 
f la tio n a r y -r e c e s s io n a ry 
economy. 
It is a concept not without 
its pitfalls 
for 
both 
the 
developer 
and 
purchaser, 
but one which seems likely to 
gain popular acceptance 
once the many intracacies 
are worked out. 
Steven L. Ingleby, a con­ 
dominium consultant with 
Keith Romney Associates, 
Salt Lake City, and Alyce 
B oyster. 
an 
asso ciate 
analyst in the San Francisco 
office 
of 
Real 
E sta te 
Research Corp., examined 
the time-sharing principle in 
artic le s for Real E sta te 
Review, considering the pros 
and cons for both developers 
and purchasers. 


Ms. Boyster noted tim e­ 
sharing developed in this 
country as a by-product of 
the re so rt condom inium 
when it becam e evident the 
cost-per day expense of 
these units is extrem ely high 
considering most families 
can make only lim ited use of 
a vacation home. 
Alternatives included the 
rental condominium, which 
seeks to offset some of the 
cost by rental to transients 
when the owner is not in 
residence and through t&A 
benefits, 
and 
m ultiple 
ownership, in which two or 
more families join in pur­ 
chase. Both have d ra w ­ 
backs, however. Rentals are 
subject to fluctuation; the 
tax sh elter benefits a re 
under scru tin y ; m ultiple 
ownership leaves co-owners 
responsible if one owner fails 
to uphold 
his 
financial 
commitment. 
T im e-sharing costs a re 
low, usually under $10,000; 
liability is limited, and the 
owner can enjoy all the 
privileges of vacation home 
ownership for a period of 
tim e 
generally 
a p ­ 
proxim ating the use he 
would receive from full 
ownership. 


Ingleby 
cited 
recen t 
studies which, he said, in­ 
dicate 30 to 40 per cent of 
reso rt condo p u rch asers 
have household incomes of 
more than $50,000 a year. 
Less than one per cent of 
A m erican 
h o u se h o ld s, 
however, earn that much.
